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£lm boat 
escapes 
damage by

ARSONISTS set fire to a 
factory unit in Brierley 
Hill where a £1 million 
powerboat is being built. 

Flames ripped through 
a storage unit at Mick- 
lewrights Structures, 
wrecking two vans. 

But firefighters managed 
to stop the blaze spreading 
to the powerboat, which is 
being built ahead of a bid to 
sail around the world in 
record-breaking time. 

It is believed the arsonists 
removed a loose panel to get 
into the six-storey building. 
Bosses said they had been 
plagued by vandals and 
arsonists. 

Firefighters were called to 
the site, on the Thornleigh 
Trading Estate, at about 
2.50pm on Monday after¬ 
noon and left at 5.50pm. 

They had to use a fork-lift 
truck to break through 
metal shutters in order to 
douse the flames. 

Adventurer Alan Priddy, 
who is leading the world 
record attempt, said his 
“heart stopped a few times” 
when he heard about the 
fire. 

He said: “I really pan¬ 
icked. I don’t know what I 
would do if it got damaged 
now but thankfully it all 
seems to be ok.” 

Micklewrights works 
manager Gary Smith said: 
“It was an arson attack. This 
is an old building ... so it is 
very difficult to guard.” 

Parking fee 
rise attacked 

RESIDENTS are uniting 
against an increase in park¬ 
ing charges for staff at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital which 
they fear could make their 
roads even more clogged.

Dar¬ 
ius Majchrzak, aged 39, and Samea Kubiak, 35, are 
accused of killing Paulina Starczewska, 21. 


vengeance 
attack pair 
locked away 

TWO DUDLEY men who were high on 
drink and drugs and battered two people 
with sticks have each been jailed for seven 
years and nine months. 

Andrew Hemmings, aged 22, and Jamie 
Griffiths, 23, burst into a house in Dudley 
armed with wooden staves, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Hemmings wrongly believed a man living 
there had burgled his home. The pair bru¬ 
tally beat up two people at the house in 
Lingfield Way, Kingswinford. 

Prosecutor Mr Walter Bealby said 
Yvonne Edwards and Darren Rides were 
battered over the head and body. Mrs 
Edwards’ son Michael and family friend 
Dean Skidmore, who were both sleeping 
downstairs, heard the commotion and went 
to the rescue, forcing the two attackers to 
run off. Mrs Edwards and her son recog¬ 
nised Hemmings and both he and Griffiths 
gave themselves up. Mrs Edwards and Mr 
Rides needed hospital treatment for cuts 
and bruising on September 10 last year. 

Mr Talbir Singh, representing Hem¬ 
mings, said the defendant believed Michael 
Edwards had been involved in burgling his 
home. Mr Andrew Keogh, for Griffiths, said: 
“He allowed himself to be drawn into a dis¬ 
pute that was not his.” 

Hemmings, from Grove Park, Wall 
Heath, and Griffiths, of Swan Street, Brier- 
ley Hill admitted aggravated burglary and 
affray. 


They are also accused of then bury¬ 
ing her underneath a caravan at a site 
on the outskirts of Amsterdam. 

The couple left Holland for France 
in 2000, before moving to the UK six 
years ago. 

They were arrested on May 14 after 
police were called to a domestic inci¬ 
dent outside their home in Occupation 
Road, Dudley. 

West Midlands Police worked with 
Interpol and the Serious and Organ¬ 
ised Crime Agency and the couple 
were further arrested under the 
Extradition Act on suspicion of the 
murder. 

They both appeared in custody on 
Monday at Westminster Magistrates 
Court at the start of extradition pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Investigation 

Three West Midlands Police detec¬ 
tives travelled to Holland as part of a 
joint investigation with Dutch author¬ 
ities, who had reopened the investiga¬ 
tion into the disappearance of Miss 
Starczewska. 

Her mother reported her missing in 
August 2002, but the case remained 
unsolved. 

Police in Amsterdam later found the 
remains of a woman at the Het 
Rietveen camp site in Landsmeer, out¬ 
side Amsterdam. 

Majchrzak and Kubiak were living 
at the campsite at the time of the 
alleged murder, the court heard. 

After her arrest Kubiak told detec¬ 
tives Majchrzak killed Miss Star¬ 
czewska in early 2000 at the campsite. 

Kubiak, who is eight months preg¬ 
nant, was remanded in custody until 
June 2. 

Majchrzak has been remanded in 
custody until June 12.

Heathens 
site bid is 
dismissed 
by leader 

AN AMBITIOUS plan to 
bring speedway back to Dud¬ 
ley at a stadium in the 
shadow of the town’s castle 
has is a complete non-starter 
according to the borough’s 
council leader. 

Dudley Heathens is hold¬ 
ing discussions with Gornal 
Athletic football club on a 
ground sharing proposal. 

Unused land at the foot of 
Castle Hill between the 
town’s historic zoo and near 
Black Country Living 
Museum is the preferred site 
for club bosses. 

But Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks said the land 
was part of a major revamp 
of the tourist attractions. 

It is part of a £10 million 
project to link the zoo and 
museum and create a new 
joint entrance. 

The former Cradley Hea¬ 
thens side were forced to 
stop racing in the area in 
1995. The club reformed 
three years ago as Dudley 
Heathens. 

Councillor Sparks said: 
“The proposal to locate a 
speedway site in Castle Hill 
is a complete non-starter. 
The land in question is a key 
component of a multi-mil- 
lion-pound project. 

“There is no meaningful 
purpose in plucking sites 
from the sky which is what, 
in effect, they have done.” 

Heathens club chairman 
and speedway broadcaster 
Nigel Pearson said they had 
“not suspected” the council 
would react this way. 

Motorcylist 
dies, age 23 

A YOUNG motorcyclist 
from Cradley Heath died 
after he was involved in a 
crash with a car. 

Daniel Bradley, aged 23, 
was on a Yamaha that 
crashed with a Vauxhall 
Zafira in Birmingham. 

It happened in Western 
Road, Winson Green, just 
after 9.20pm last Friday. 

The 49-year-old driver of 
the car, from Handsworth, 
was arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and is on police bail. 
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£900,000 work 'has caused misery' 


A £900,000 revamp of Kinver High 
Street is continuing to cause misery 
for residents and shops, more than 
a year after work was completed, 
claim traders. 

Businesses say their fight to get 
chicanes, placed on the busy road as 
part of the project, removed had 
“not been put to bed”. 

They remain hopeful that 
Staffordshire County Council will 
take action after villagers won a 


reduction in some of the measures 
following a campaign last year. 

Traders said the changes, includ¬ 
ing the removal of some of the chi¬ 
canes, had not gone far enough and 
there were still constant problems 
being experienced along the route. 

Shopkeepers said the road still 
became congested at delivery times 
as there was no space for lorries to 
pull in to drop off goods. 

They said some drivers were still 


becoming confused over who has the 
right of way along the route, leading 
to an increased risk of accidents. 

Trader Sarah Jolly, of The Butch¬ 
ery, said: “Even after all this time, 
we are still experiencing problems 
with the road layout. Delivery days 
are an absolute nightmare. 

“There is just no room for the lor¬ 
ries to manoeuvre, and it leads to 
problems along the High Street. 

“We are continuing to battle on. 


This is certainly not a fight which 
has been put to bed. 

“We are hoping the county council 
will take on board what is being said 
and remove some of these measures 
from along the route.” 

Some of the chicanes were taken 
out and others reduced in size by the 
county council but traders say it is 
not enough to prevent the problems. 

Staffordshire County Council said 
it had no plans for further works.

Mr Zaheer Afzal, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court that 
numerous occasions 
after that date O’Mahony 
was asked to sign forms 


alone, which she did. “The

Mr Afzal said. 

“Investigators went to 
her address and she told 
them she was living with 
her children and that the 
father had nothing to with 
them. 

“A further allegation was 
received that she was living 
with her partner.

“An officer attended her 
address again and the door 
was answered by Andrew 
Hollins who described 
himself as a good friend but 
he appeared nervous.”

Legal chain 
shut due to 
bankruptcy 

A CHAIN of solicitors and estate agents has 
been shut down suddenly after the partners 
were declared bankrupt. 

Stables & Company’s premises in Hale¬ 
sowen, Stourbridge and Rowley Regis were 
closed by legal watchdog The Solicitors Reg¬ 
ulation Authority. 

Clients have been left in limbo while the 
company is taken over by the regulators. 

The offices in Stourbridge and Halesowen 
high streets and Halesowen Street, Rowley 
Regis are deserted, with documents and fur¬ 
niture left inside. 

Partners David Moore, Nigel Jordan and 
Jessica Bird were all declared bankrupt on 
April 30 and their practising certificates were 
then suspended by the SRA. They could be 
banned from practising after the SRA has 
carried out an investigation. 

Lee Shrimpton, spokesman for the SRA, 
said they had intervened as there was 
“reason to suspect dishonesty on the part of 
one of the former employees”. He added it 
was necessary to “protect the interests of 
clients - or former or potential clients - of the 
partners or the interests of the beneficiaries 
of any trust which they are or were trustee”. 


The future of a long-running children’s dance group has been secured 
after kind-hearted shopkeepers rallied round to provide vital cash to 
keep it running. Fantasy Dance Group in Stourbridge, is celebrating 
its 10th anniversary this year but it was struggling to keep afloat after 

funding dried up. 

Only enough cash remained to cover 
insurance costs for the year with a little 
more left to stage a few classes. But organ¬ 
iser Sylvia Horton was “absolutely 
delighted” after local firms stepped in to 
help. 

Bosses at Mr Brown’s Greens and the 
Pedmore Fish Bar, both on the Queens way, 
agreed to help cover the £30 a week costs for 
hiring out Hob Green Primary School for 
the classes. 

Staff at the Queensway Pub said they 
would provide the pop for the weekly meet¬ 
ings again saving money for the group. 

Cash for the group is also being provided 
by John’s Butchers and bosses from the 
Spar store. 

Mrs Horton, who launched the dance 
group while recovering from cancer, said 
around 50 youngsters attended regularly. 
Other businesses have also agreed to give 
money for raffle prizes. 

Charities 

The dance group also works to raise 
money for charities in the area. 

Mrs Horton said: “We only ask the chil¬ 
dren to pay £2.20 because the main aim of 
the group is that it is affordable for families 
in the area,” she said. 

“Once you have taken the hiring costs 
and the refreshments out of it there is not a 
lot left to go in the kitty. In the past we have 
been able to rely on grants but due to the 
economic situation many of these have 
dried up and we were really up against it. 

“The response we have received from the 
shopkeepers in the area has really choked 
me up. It means so much to the dance group 
and we are all very grateful.”

Ted is currently sitting his GCSEs and 
hopes to study catering at Wolverhampton 
College in September. 

Ted’s parents Ashleigh and David said 
seeing their son do the paper round meant a 
lot to them. 

“It is every prayer answered that Ted is 
strong and well and able to do a paper 
round,” Ashleigh said. “It keeps him fit, gives 
him responsibility, teaches a good work ethic

Big step for theatre plans 


PLANS to develop a commu¬ 
nity-run theatre and hall at 
Stourport Civic Centre have 
taken a major step forward 
after the town council agreed 
in principle to the proposals. 

Wyre Forest District Council is due 
to move out of the centre later this 
year when staff relocate to new head¬ 
quarters being built on Finepoint 
Business Park off Stourport Road, 
Kidderminster. 

Stourport Town Council is now 
looking at taking over the site so it 
can be used by the whole of the com¬ 
munity for activities and events such 
as live theatre and music. 

A steering group has been set up 


and members are contacting other 
services in the town to see if they 
would be interested in being based at 
the centre. 

These include Stourport Library, 
the Worcestershire coroner, police, 
Job Centre Plus and Support Guid¬ 
ance Skills. 

It is also appealing for local busi¬ 
nesses or community groups which 
may be interested in developing the 
lower ground floor of the building. 

Developing 

Plans for the future include devel¬ 
oping a youth theatre group, hosting 
live bands and extending the 
hire/use of the hall by the local com¬ 
munity. 


Leader of Stourport Town Council 
Jim Parish said the council had 
agreed in principle to the proposals. 

“This is a big step forward for 
Stourport Town Council,” he said. 

“We will thoroughly examine this 
proposal and seek professional 
advice as to whether this is a viable 
way forward.” 

Councillor John Holden, chair¬ 
man of the steering group, added: 
“This new development could lead 
to the ownership and creation of a 
community hub by Stourport Town 
Council, on behalf of the people of 
Stourport, to preserve our 
theatre/hall and provide a hub for 
community services for future gen¬ 
erations to come.”

“In the newspaper cutting 
Trooper A (Albert) Potts was my 
uncle (now deceased); Sergeant V 
(Victor) Potts was my father and 
Corporal J (Jack) Potts another 
uncle, also now deceased. 

“Other brothers Wilfred, Joseph 
and Dennis also served. 

“Dennis is the only surviving 
brother now in his 80s, unfortu¬ 


nately I don’t have a photo of him in 
uniform. 

“Imagine how my grandmother 
must have felt with nearly all her 
sons in constant danger. 

“My father was invalided out of 
the army after being hit when the 
tank he was part of the crew of, was 
attacked. 

“I’m sorry the newspaper cutting 
is a bit dishevelled but it is around 
70 years old. 

“The pension note shows my 
dad’s injuries and, by the way, he 
never actually claimed his war 
pension until 1992, four years 
before he died in 1996 when he was 
75 years old. 

“Incidentally, Jack Potts went on 
to reach the rank of captain and 
served all over the world taking his 
wife and children with him. 

“I hope this makes interesting 
reading and it helps to keep my 
father’s memories and the family’s 
alive.”

Takeaway staff talk of

STAFF at a takeaway have told of 
their terror armed thugs forced 
them to hand over £600 in the 
latest of a spate of robberies in 
Kidderminster.

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Rise in hospital parking 
fees branded immoral 


HIGHER parking charges for staff 
at a Dudley hospital have been 
blasted as “immoral” by union 
chiefs who fear workers’ pen¬ 
sions could be hit. 

Monthly passes at Russells Hall Hospital 
in Dudley will increase by 30 per cent to a 
maximum of £19.50 on July 1, up from £15. 
However, bosses say staff could pay a 
maximum of £12.27 if they sign up to a new 
payment scheme. Workers are being offered 
the chance to join a “salary sacrifice” 
scheme where the charges are taken auto¬ 
matically from their wages. 

Chiefs say cash will be saved against tax 
and national insurance but workers are con¬ 
cerned their pension contributions could be 
reduced. Union members are in uproar and 
will meet to discuss what to do next. 

Unison regional organiser and local coun¬ 
cillor Tracy Wood said: “We feel that increas¬ 
ing staff parking charges to run a hospital is 
completely immoral. 

“I know they are being offered this reduc¬ 
tion but many of our members are worried 
about the effect this will have on their pen¬ 
sions. We are seeking to get a mandate from 
our members about what to do next. 

“They cannot go on strike as it is not 
allowed in their contracts.” 

Boss of the Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust Paula Clark said: “The salary sac¬ 
rifice scheme will possibly affect pension 
contributions, as the NHS pension scheme 
does not accept salary sacrifice arrange¬ 
ments for this purpose.” 


Fault closes centre pool 

THE SWIMMING pool at a leisure centre in 
Stourbridge has been temporarily closed. 

Bosses say there has been a mechanical 
fault in the pool at Crystal Leisure Centre in 
Bell Street. 

Engineers areworking on the problem, 
which has been traced to a filter in a pump 
unit. John Millar, director of the borough 
council, said, our engineers are looking to 
get the pool reopened as soon as possible.

Anger as council chops 
trees from leafy street 


RESIDENTS in a quiet Stour¬ 
bridge road are furious after trees 
which were more than 50 years 
old were chopped down without 
warning by Dudley council. 

The four cherry blossom trees in Stevens 
Road disappeared suddenly - and there are 
plans to get rid of another three. Dudley 
Council says the trees have been removed 
because the roots have caused minor 
damage to the paving stones. But residents 
argue the streetscene has now been ruined 
as the trees are part of the area’s history. 

They are collecting a petition and say the 
authority should give residents the opportu¬ 
nity to air their views before trees are felled. 

Richard Williams, aged 62, of Stevens 
Road, said: “I just happened to look out of 
the window and I saw the workers arriving. 

“I presumed they were going on to 
someone’s property so I couldn’t believe it 
when they started on the trees in the street. 

“Imagine our horror when we found the 
council was cutting them down without any 
warning and no formal notification to the 
residents. Imagine the outcry if the trees 
had been destroyed by vandals.” 

John Millar, director of the urban envi¬ 
ronment, said: “This work follows com¬ 
plaints about the root damage late last year 
coupled with the results of our latest 
highway inspection. 

“This inspection highlighted a need to 
address the damage to the highway while 
maintaining the tree stock as far as possible. 
Unfortunately seven locations have been 
identified where it is not possible to repair 
the surface without removal of the trees.” 


Spray painting booth fire 

FIRE CREWS battled a blaze at a spray 
painting booth amid fears gas canisters 
could explode and the roof could collapse. 

Crews spent three hours tackling the 
flames at Guest Motor Body Repairs, 
Himley Road, Dudley after a heater caught 
fire. The flames spread through the building 
at about midday last Wednesday and at its 
peak 17 firefighters were at the scene.

A WOMAN suffered serious head 
injuries when she was hit by metal 
fencing which came loose in high 
winds.

The air ambulance landed in the centre of 
the bus station. 

Police have taken statements from wit¬ 
nesses and handed the matter over to the 
Health and Safety Executive. 

Stourport firm Thomas Vale Construc¬ 
tion, which is carrying out the £6.1 million 
refurbishment of the Piano Building for 
Kidderminster College and Birmingham 
Metropolitan College, blamed the high 
winds. 

Simon Millward, the company’s group 
health and safety manager, said: “Due to 
adverse weather conditions, we understand 
a section of fencing collapsed which caused 
some injuries to a member of the public on 
the perimeter of the site. We will be working 
with all parties to determine the root-cause. 
We wish the lady in question, a speedy recov¬ 
ery.”

Passengers call for work 
on 'disgraceful' station

PASSENGERS have called for 
urgent work to be carried out at 
Kidderminster railway station, 
claiming it is a “disgrace” and an 
“embarrassment” to the town. 

A £3.5 million revamp scheme for the 
station was derailed for a second time last 
year after a bid for funds was rejected. 

And although transport bosses, at a public 
meeting last week, admitted there was little 
chance the plans would be revived, trav¬ 
ellers called for improvements. They said 
the station needed more toilets and the road 
bridge needed fixing. 

The Stourbridge Line Users Group heard 
work was being carried out to extend the 
platforms and improve signalling. 

But Ann Stephenson, of Farfield, Kidder¬ 
minster, said some funding needed to be 
secured to improve the station for visitors 
heading to tourist sites such as the Severn 
Valley Railway and West Midland Safari 
Park. 

The station has one cubicle, and passen¬ 
gers who want to use it must collect the key 
from the ticket booth. 

Mrs Stephenson said: “To have disabled 
people, mother and babies, men and women 
all using one toilet is ridiculous for a town 
the size of Kidderminster. 

“We should be pushing for a refurbish¬ 
ment of the station because it is a disgrace.” 

Worcestershire County Council and 
London Midland jointly applied for the cash 
from the Regional Growth Fund. 

Mark Lawton, retail manager for London 
Midland, told the meeting that he would 
look at the possibility of new toilets.

Hollie Lingard, aged 11, was just 18 
months old when she developed septicaemia 
or blood poisoning, leaving her in a coma for 
six days. The meningococcal strain of the 
disease led to her toes and fingers having to 
be amputated, which left the Kidderminster 
youngster with a daily reminder of her fight 
for life. 

Her mother, Teresa Lingard, who lives off 
Sion Hill, Kidderminster, said: “It was touch 
and go and we were given a five per cent 
chance of Hollie surviving. 

“Over the years Hollie has been so strong 
and determined. She has been called back 
for 29 operations and finally she is set to 
have prosthetic feet in about six weeks’ 
time. 

“She will be able to wear sandals for the 
first time in her life and then she probably 
won’t need to go back to hospital until she is 
16 or 17, which is wonderful.” 

Local shopkeepers Ash and Indra 
Sharma, who run the Broadwaters Wine 
Cellar shop in Stourbridge Road, were so 
touched by Hollie’s plight they have been 
collecting for Meningitis UK’s “Search 4 a 
Vaccine” campaign. They have raised 
£2,000. Mr Sharma said: “I have seen 
Hollie’s parents in the shop and the family 
are such an inspiration.” 

Teresa, aged 38, who describes Hollie as a 
“little fighter”, said she now wanted to 
encourage people to know the symptoms of 
meningitis and septicaemia.

Mercedes hybrid has all the creature comforts 


LIKE with so many things that 
originated in America, petrol- 
electric hybrid cars have eventu¬ 
ally found their way to Europe. 

With the desire to reduce emissions and 
extend a petrol car’s range, Honda and 
Toyota added a parallel electric motor and 
battery system to assist in the propulsion 
duties. 

It is Mercedes’ E-Class model that prom¬ 
ises all the usual features and creature com¬ 
forts of its maker’s volume-seller, but with 
the added bonus of an unobtrusive hybrid 
system to boost range and economy over 
and above a conventional diesel model. 

With its E 300 BlueTec Hybrid, to give it 
its full name, Mercedes has adopted a low- 
key approach to hybridisation. 

A small 0.8kW lithium ion battery is 
located in the engine bay of the E-Class, 
while an equally modest 27-horsepower 
electric motor adds the extra, silent motive 
power. 

The result is a helpful addition to the 
car’s 2.1-litre twin-turbo-diesel motor, and 
brings total power output to 228 horse¬ 



power. Why no plug-in electric option like 
some rivals? In a nutshell, Mercedes views 
this E-Class as a useful and cost-effective 
step in the right direction. 

Full-blown hybrids with large batteries 
usually suffer with reduced load space and 
increased weight. 

This E-Class is being sold in both saloon 
and estate form with no discernable reduc¬ 
tion in load space, and it’s expected that a 
more expensive plug-in hybrid offering an 
increased electric-only driving range is in 
the pipeline. 

For now, this E 300 offers largely 
company car drivers the ability to reduce 
their financial outgoings without compro¬ 
mising the refinement and space of a 
premium-size car. 

At a basic level, the E 300 drives just like 
a E 250 CDi diesel, which is a good thing as 
it means you don’t need to adopt a super- 
frugal driving style to extract a few more 
miles per gallon. Officially, the car returns 



an impressive 67.3mpg in saloon form and, 
disappointingly for the taxman, emits a 
lowly 109g/km C02. 

These figures are partly the result of the 
car’s ability to start and pull away in elec¬ 
tric-only mode and continue for around half 
a mile if driven gently - shuffling along in 
city traffic springs to mind. 

At the other end of the spectrum, consis¬ 
tent higher speed running allows the car to 
“sail”, as Mercedes describes it, when you 
lift off the throttle on flat or downhill sec¬ 
tions, as the diesel engine is switched off for 
short periods of time. 

It’s in these situations that the car’s 
battery contributes to the proceedings, 
adding welcome extra motive power, allow¬ 
ing itself to be topped up during 
braking actions and adding a 
subtle “push” alongside 
the diesel motor when 
extra acceleration is 
required. 

Techno-savvy drivers 
will no doubt get 
excited by what’s under 
this E-Class’ bonnet, 


but for the rest of us, the key issue is that 
the technology just works. 

Diesel engine start-up and shutdown on 
the move is barely noticeable, while the 
car’s seven-speed auto gearbox mirrors the 
smooth performance of its regular petrol 
and diesel counterparts. 

Granted, there will be a small price 
premium over a diesel-only E-Class, but the 
logic is that you’ll make enough savings 
through fuel and tax outlay to 
make the sums add 
up. 


It’s also fair to say that such a car will 
attract early adopters, where making a 
statement is often the priority, not the cash 
saving. 

Either way, this diesel-hybrid Mercedes 
offers executive level buyers a genuine 
choice in the alternative fuel market. 

It’s capable of delivering on its eco cre¬ 
dential promises and offers a promising 
insight into the future of hybrid motoring.

RICKY HATTON today vowed to ‘fight on’ as a promoter despite 
ending his relationship with Sky Sports - and could even reunite with 
“old enemy” Frank Warren.

“Channel Five have been 
doing a lot just lately and I 
have been impressed. Even 
BoxNation is getting more 
and more popular now. 

“I know Frank Warren is 
my old enemy but I have 
never said that I wouldn’t 
work with him. 

“ESPN are doing a little 
bit, ITV could come back 
again - all sorts of things 
could happen.” 

Hatton has also had to 
deal with a storm in his own 


camp, as well, relating to the 
Ryan Rhodes and Sergey 
Rabchenko bout on his show 
for June 16. 

The 33-year-old is train¬ 
ing Rabchenko to go against 
a fighter he manages in 
Rhodes, which has drawn 
the ire of Dave Coldwell in 
the opposite corner. 

Hatton admitted to being 
“hurt” by the criticism of his 
involvement in the Euro¬ 
pean light middleweight 
title fight and insists he is 
doing nothing wrong. 

He said: “As a promoter, I 
will be there for the pair of 
them. The winner gets a 
world title and I will rebuild 
the other fighter’s career. 

“It’s not an ideal situation 
and it’s not one I have liked 
- there’s been a few com¬ 
ments about me which I 
have not been happy about - 
but Ryan is my pal.” 

Meanwhile, Hatton 
declared David Haye and 
Dereck Chisora are not 
doing “anything wrong” by 
arranging to settle their dif¬ 
ferences in the ring. 

The bitter heavyweight 
rivals will clash in a contest 


non-sanctioned by the 
British Boxing Board of 
Control on July 14, but 
ordered by the Luxembourg 
Boxing Federation. 

It could set a precedent 
and the tremors are being 
felt on the world stage - the 
WBC have warned both 
fighters could be expelled 
from their umbrella. 

But more than 20,000 
tickets have been shifted for 
the fight at West Ham’s 
Upton Park and the interest 
is only picking up speed. 

And Manchester hero 
Hatton, who drew 55,000 
fans at what is now the 
Etihad Stadium in 2008, 
admits the bigwigs are pow¬ 
erless to stop the fight. 

He said: “Neither Frank 
Warren, David Haye or 
Dereck Chisora are doing 
anything wrong, but the 
board must be a bit gutted. 

“They have said how they 
are not happy and they 
should be punished and they 
are serious about it but they 
are not breaking any rules.”

GERMAN coach Ralf Rangnick has spoken to 
Albion about succeeding Roy Hodgson. 

The 53-year-old German made contact with the Baggies 
about their vacant head coach’s role during sporting direc¬ 
tor Dan Ashworth’s hunt for Hodgson’s successor. 

However, he is unlikely to land the job. Birmingham boss 
Chris Hughton remains the favourite with Albion expected 
to approach their West Midlands neighbours for permission 
to speak to the former Newcastle chief. 


But the Baggies are 
known to have sounded out a 
number of managers, with 
Rangnick among the 
intriguing names to lodge an 
interest with the club. 

Sources in Europe con¬ 
firmed that Albion spoke to 
the German, who has also 
been linked with the mana¬ 
gerial vacancy at Belgian 
club Anderlecht and is 
believed to have turned 
down the chance to manage 
Besiktas in Turkey. 

However, the Baggies are 
not believed to be pursuing 
him at this stage. 

Spell 

Rangnick’s CV has simi¬ 
larities with Hodgson’s as 
the former midfielder has 
built a career in coaching 
and management despite 
failing to make the grade as 
a professional player. 

He has been out of work 
since last September, when 
he ended his second spell in 
charge of Schalke, citing 
exhaustion, but has recently 
signalled he is ready to 
return to work. 

He was one of a host of 
managers sounded out by 
the Baggies. Albion spoke to 
former Chelsea boss Claudio 
Ranieri while Wigan’s 
Roberto Martinez is 
admired at The Hawthorns.
